Cuba's Charges are Brushed Oft 


The decision in the Security Council of 


the United Nations, to drop without formal 
action, Cuba's charge of impending inva- 
sion by forces of the United States govern- 
ment indicates how ridiculous the claim 
has been. But the same charges might re- 
ceive more enthusiastic response before 
the General Assembly with.its large per- 
centage of new nations still concerned 
about white colonialism, and untutored in 
the means and methods of Communism. 


Chile and Ecuador introduced a concili- 


atory resolution merely asking that Cuba 
and'the United States attempt to patch up 
their differences peacefully. But, as U. S. 
Ambassador James Wadsworth effectively 
pointed-out,-"They would rather come in 
here and fling wild charges about'. As long 
as they are in that frame of mind, we see 
no chance for improvement." The resolu- 
tion was withdrawn by its sponsors, partic- 
ularly after Cuba's Roa and Russia's Zorin 
had spoken. There was a lot said about the 
perfidy of the United States, Yankee im- 
perialism, sugar prices and support for Ba- 
tista. But not one shred of evidence of an 


invasion was given and that was what the 
meeting was all about. 


Actually there seems to be a lot of 


plans being made within the United States 
for an invasion of Cuba. But the plotters 
are Cuban refugees and exiles with a hand- 
ful of American adventurers like those 
who helped Castro come to power. The 
violent pro- and anti-Castro demonstrations 
in the U. N. galleries and New York streets 
have been duplicated in Florida where 
most Cub^n refugees have fled. We strong- 
ly hope that Castro's government will be 
overthrown — but we also hope that few 
Americans take part in the business. Russia 
is helping Castro with weapons and moral 
support. But Castro's downfall should come 
from the Cuban people. 


Castro now has been turned down by 


the Organization of American States and by 
the Security Council. When the General 
Assembly reconvenes in March, it probably 
will get some more Cuban complaints. The 
Assembly ought to refer Castro back to the 
OAS but the way the votes have been going 
in the last few weeks, it is likely there will 
be demonstrations, desk thumping and ap- 
plause.

Regulating the Regulators 


The recommendation of James M. 


Landis, former Harvard Law School dean, 
thafthe federal regulatory agencies be 
placed under the direction of a federal 
czar may receive close attention from Con- 
gress. 


Landis made his study on assignment 


by President-Elect Kennedy. His report re- 
views some features of the federal regula- 
tory bodies which are well known to the 
public. Furthermore, the need of improv- 
ing these agencies is generally recognized. 


He declared that "lobbying in its worst 


sense" has been prevalent since 1948 with 
respect to the awarding of overseas air line 
routes. He urges that curbs be provided on 
efforts to influence federal agencies. Of 
the Civil Aeronautics Board, which Landis 
once headed, he declares that the outcome 
of some cases before it appears to be de- 
termined by "the intrusion of influences 
off the record." He says the Federal Com- 
munications Commission uses "Alice in 
Wonderland" procedure and there is a 
strong suspicion that radio-TV networks 
exercise "far too great an influence over 
it." He declares the Federal Power Com- 
mission ' has disregarded consumer inter- 
est, flouted the law with regard to regula- 
tion of the natural gas industry and oc- 
casioned delays that have caused unem- 
ployment in the steel and other basic in- 
dustries. Of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, he-says its decisions are not well 
thought out and rank in "the poorest cate- 
gory."

have referred to a proposal of putting a 
czar over the regulatory commissions as 
merely another layer of regulators above 
the present regulators. On the other hand, 
enthusiastic support has been offered by 
such men as Sen. Carroll (D-Colo.) who 
believes the report could pave the way for 
legislation. In the meantime he thinks that 
the adoption of a code of ethics -for these 
agencies is something that President-Elect 
Kennedy could do now by executive order. 


One of the most important statements 


in the Landis report appears to be this one: 
"Nothing in the way of cures will work as 
long as key positions are filled on the basis 
of political reward rather than competen- 
cy." Sen. Carroll agrees with that in urging 
"the most important thing at the moment is 
to see that top caliber men are picked for 
membership on these commissions." 


That is not easy to do since politics en- 


ters into the choice of all commission mem- 
bers. Another way of improving the work 
of these commissions would be to reduce 
the activities which are regulated and to 
strictly limit the work of the commissions. 
There is good support for the opinion that 
commissions now are regulating activities 
as a matter of tradition rather than need. A 
thorough study of the work of these com- 
missions undoubtedly would show that they 
are handling -many matters which no 
longer are needed and they furthermore 
are tied up with red tape and forms which 
provide useless information for their files. 
But no matter how we proceed there can 
be no doubt that the most important way 
of getting an effective commission is to 
man it with high caliber people. 


We are a little surprised that governors 


from other states — especially Texas — 
haven't balked at the formal dress. John 
James Audubon, who dressed in ruffled 
shirts and doeskin trousers in Louisiana, 
used to don buckskin and moccasins in 
Washington just to emphasize that he was 
a westerner. Maybe it's just as well that 
every governor doesn't try to dress up to 
his state's industries with lumberjack 
shirts, leather chaps, oil skin slickers or a 
straw hat.

unchanged since earliest times, 
will be proposed to the new Leg- 
islature by Charles Manson. the 
state commissioner of insurance. 


Manson has drafted with the 


aid of an advisory committee, 
what has been described as the 
largest package of new insurance 
bills ever brought into the Legis- 
lature by the state regulatory de- 
partment. 


Planning for the program was 


begun under Manson's predeces- 
sor, Paul Rogan, who served three 
years as commissioner and is now 
an executive of a Milwaukee in- 
surance company. Rogan has 
served as a member of the ad- 
visory drafting group. 


Most Technical 


Most of the changes asked are 


technical, but Manson said they, 
are important to an effective pol-| 
icy of state supervision and regu- 
lation. Many of them are intend- 
ed to take into account changes 
in business practices and under- 
writing problems that have arisen 
since the original laws of the state 
were enacted. 


Some of them would also extend | 


the privileges 
of underwriters. 


One new proposal would permit 
for the first time in Wisconsin 
the writing of insurance,against 
liability resulting from libel and 
slander. Another would limit cred- 
it life insurance to a maximum 
term of five years. 


Other topics would cover ad- 


justers, rating bureaus, the li- 
censing requirements for agents, 
the requirements of the surplus 
lines laws, unauthorized insur- 
ance, fees and the kinds of insur- 
ance that can be written in one 
policy.

If the 
rush is very dry. repeat the oil 
treatment. Thinned, fresh, white 
shellac is also excellent; this can 
be sprayed on.

Question: The inside of my re- 


frigerator 
seems to have too 


much moisture. The landlord in- 
sists nothing is wrong with the 
motor, but the refrigerator has 
to be defrosted very often. I keep 
all food in covered containers. 
Is there any way to remedy this. 


Answer: The moisture in the 


refrigerator may be from seep- 
age around the door because the 
gasket doesn't seal the door tight- 
ly. Place a dollar bill halfway 
through and close the door on it. 
If you can pull the bill out at 
any place around the edge of the 
door, the seal is faulty. Have 
the gasket replaced: inexpensive 
gasket-type, adhesive-backed ma- 
terial is available in many hard- 
ware and variety stores.

Ingredient #4 is anti-knock mix 
for extra resistance to knocks 


You might think that two high-octane ingre- 
dients are enough for knock-free perform- 
ance.
